“Farm ers of T exas are finding elec­ 
tric power an im portant factor in their 
revision of agricultural program s as 
they are forced to turn to the new 
problem of m arketing feed crops from 
acres retired from cotton production, 
declared W. W. Lynch, vice president 
of T exas Power and Light Company, 
who is in charge of rural electritiea- 
tion, in an address before the D allas 
A gricultural Club. 
Lynch is secretary-treasurer ct the 
T exas C om m ittee on the Relation of 
E lectricity to A griculture, an organi­ 
zation form ed in 1925 at a m eeting of 
farm ers, agricultural college faculty 
m em bers, state ofticials and represen­ 
ta tiv es of power com panies, ib is m eet­ 
ing, called 
by John 
VV, Carpenter, 
president of te x a s Pow er and Light 
Com pany, named Dr. T. O. W alton as 
first chairm an and m apped a program 
which resulted in em ploym ent of I . I. 
M ontfort as director o f research, y^^fb 
headquarters in C ollege Station, where 
he has com piled an accurate record oi 
m any applications of electric power to 
farm work through experim ents and 
research carried out on a large num­ 
ber of test farm s set up by the com ­ 
m ittee. 
. 
. 
. . 
Lynch exhibited m aps show ing inter­ 
connection of the m any large gen erat­ 
in g stations operated by power com ­ 
panies in T exas, show ing how they are 
able to provide service tor the ^ x^en' 
sive transm ission system which sup­ 
p lies the dem ands tor power over the 
entire state. He showed also how this 
transm ission system is tied to iu ia 
electrification projects of the power 
com panies as well as to those financed 
bv the Rural Electrification Adm inis­ 
tration of the Federal G overnm ent to 
which power is furnished by the power 
com panies at w holesale rates. 
“ O ur c o m p a n y , w h ic h pioneered 
rural electrification in T e x a s , n o b ­ 
serves m o r e than 40,000 farm s and 
rural h om es/' d e c la r e d L y n c h , 
of 
which som e 11,000 are actual farm s. 
Probably 35,000 farm s in le x a s now 
have electric service from central sta ­ 
tion generating plants, b e in g served 
either directly by the power com pa­ 
nies, or th r o u g h R E A co-operative 
projects,” he continued. 
T he speaker pointed out that trie 
REA has allocated more than $10,000,- 
000 to som e 56 projects in T exas to 
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provide for more than 10,000 m iles of 
lines to serve some 30,000 farm and j 
rural custom ers. “This figure has been 
substantially m atched by the privately 
owned power com iianies,” Lynch saidi 
“Thus it is evident "hat m any Texas , 
farm s are using, or soon w ill be using, 
rural electric power.” 
“Our experience has been that thd 
longer a farm er uses electric power, th(| 
wider his use of it becom es,” declared 
Lynch, explaining that th is has been 
the result of study of rural custom eis 
over a long period of years 
which his com pany has been providing; 
such service. “ We began studying this 
problem m a n y y e a r s ago,” he con­ 
tinued, “and in 1930 built the first ex ­ 
perim ental line of the typ e now used 
alm ost exclusively *in this work. I he 
b iggest boost which cam e to the solu-i 
tion of e a r ly p r o b le m s was when 
m anufacturers gave us m aterials with 
which to build today’s low -cost lmej 
This m ade possible the construction of 
m any hundreds of m iles of lines which 
w ere im practical previously. That is 
why we have been able to m ake such 
rapid progress in th is work during thd 
past four or five years,” he said. 
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Following on a long interval of in­ 
activity in positive highway construc­

He said the total expen­ 
diture on the three assured projects 
would total about $250,000, and that 
a large percentage of the money ex­ 
penditure would lie distributed in the 
county to local labor and to merchants 
for m aterials. 
Mr. W illiams spoke in high praise 
of the cooperation and leadership in 
securing right of way and execution of 
plans th at have been exerted by the 
commissioners’ court and county judge 
without whose aid these outstanding 
potential accomplishments would m>t 
now stand on the verge of accomplish­ 
ment. Resident Engineer Lovett was 
also praised for the good work he has 
done. 
During the long interval of inactivi­ 
ty the local committee has left nothing 
undone to forward tin* success of these 
plans and the fact that construction 


is now assured pays a high compli­ 
ment to the aggressive efficiency the 
committee has displayed.
